embarrass the men who vote for the Jones act penalties of five years and $10 600 
against liquor law violations. The trunk dealers in Ilinois are up in arms. 


The impression has gone forth that' 


Only the trunks and suitcases of 
Uiinols “drys” leak on arrival at cus- 
toms offices, while those of Kansas, 
Jowa and Alabama “drys” seem to sur- 


vive the rigors of baggage-smashing. 
The contention is that the Illinots 


“drys” use the standard brand of 
trunks and something else must be 
wronz. 

First, it was Representative M. Al- 
fred Michaelson of Chicago, who was 
exoncrated and a relative took a fail 
sentence. Now it is Representative 
Edward E, Denison of down-State Nli- 
nois, Both were alleged to have had 
leaky trunks. Both were amazed that 
any charge of transporting booze 
should be levelled at them. Michael- 
son got out of his scrape. Denison 
probably will be acquitted. 

The important thing, Washington 
feels, is that dry Congressmen who 
vote for laws to deliver the rest of the 
population tnto the hands of bootleg- 
gers, beer runners, speakeasies and the 
cover charge extortions of the night 
clubs, ought to be protected against 
having leaky trunks tn their personal 
b.ggage when they return’ from 
Junkets, at public expense, to the 
besotted and backward republics down 
the gulf stream. 

The only solution Washington can 
envisage is that of having official Con- 
gressional baggage masters who will be 
on the job at the ports when “dry” 
Congressmen arrive and will make it 
their personal business to see that there 
are no leaky trunks or suitcases, in- 
cluded in the baggage of the ‘‘dry” 
members. 


It is sald to be next to impossible 
to prevent liquor laden trunks being 


delivered on: perfectly proper and ac- 
curate haggage checks to the offices or 


homes of ‘‘dry" leaders who are em-. 


harrassed by Grand Jury acceptance of 
base inuendo of law violation.

It, would cost only $1,500 or $1,800 a 
year to have an official Congressional 
baggage master who would see that 
liquor laden trunks were handled 
gently and no contents broken. Not 
even the most rabid Coolidge “economy”

protest against that. 

Moreover, there ought to be some 
sort of law requiring that dry-voting, 
wet-drinking members of the House 
should permit their wives to pack their 
baggage. No woman would make such 
a@ mess of a packing job as to have a 
bottle break and pour its contents 
right out in front of the law.
